attribute, at the receiver side. 

32. (New) A system for processing program information as claimed in claim 
1 further comprising: 

said program information including an index for retrieving a program; 

means for transmitting and/or receiving said program information; 

means for determining whether said program information, including an index for 
retrieving a program* was not received at the receiver side, and 

when said program information was not received at the receiver side, means, at 
the transmitter side, for retrieving said program information; 

means, at the transmitter side, for automatically classifying said program 
information; and 

means for transmitting the result to the receiver side!
